NEW CASES REPORTED AT CUMBERLAND HEALTHCARE CENTER AND
TWO COMMUNITY MEMBERS

CUMBERLAND, MD — The Allegany County Health Department reports that COVID-19 cases
among county residents have increased to 157. The seven new cases include five Cumberland
Healthcare Center residents and two community members. The two community members are
both male, one in his 50s and one in his 20s, and neither has required hospitalization.

To date, 1,738 Allegany County residents have been tested for COVID-19. Of those, 1,528 were
negative, 157 were positive, and 53 are pending.
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
